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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of claims 

1. Claims 1-41 have been canceled. 
Claims 42-49 are pending. 



Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed April 30, 2007 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

Claims 42,46,49 recite "differ in terms of the length to which the antenna is 
extended" such recitation introduces new matter to the specification since the 
specification does not expressly or inherently teach differ in terms of the length to which 
the antenna is extends as originally filed. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 42-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Phillips. 

Claim 42-43, Phillips teaches a method performed by a communication device, 
having an antenna is user-adjustable between first and second configuration that is 
differ in terms of the length to which the antenna is extended (see, column 3, lines 52- 
64 and fig.1 item #30) . 

Phillips teaches a sensor (proximity sensors 20 of fig. 1 ) capable of detecting a 
change in use mode of the device( col. 4 lines 47-53 and fig.1) in which antenna detects 
while in extended position. 

Phillips teaches a power controller connected to the sensor to determine a power 
configuration based on the use mode (col. 4 , lines 36-53, column 7, lines 36-58). 

Phillips teaches a power regulator(16) connected to the power controller to apply 
the power configuration to a transmitted signal (col. 7 lines 1-21 and column 7, lines 36- 
58). 

Phillips teaches during extended antenna mode transmit the first power level 
(see column 7, lines 36-58 and column 3, line 52-66). 

Phillips teaches a power regulator^ 6) connected to the power controller to apply 
the power configuration to a transmitted signal (col. 7 lines 1-21 and column 7, lines 36- 
58) in which antenna is in a contained position. 

Phillips teaches when antenna (30) is in contained position transmit power level 
to communication session (see column 7, lines 36-58 and column 3, line 52-66).

Claim 45 , Phillips teaches the first and second power levels are determined 
based on Specific Absorption Rate (see column 7, lines 1-36 and figure 7). 

Claims 46-48 , Phillips teaches a method performed by a communication device, 
having an antenna is user-adjustable between first and second configuration that is 
differ in terms of the length to which the antenna is extended (see, column 3, lines 52- 
64 and fig.1 item #30) . 

Phillips teaches a processor (see figure 1 , item #18) that determines a power 
level based on which of the configurations is sensed by the sensor (20 and 22) and 
applies the determined power level to an output signal of the communication device (see 
column 2, lines 14-colummn 3, line 3 and figure 1, column 3,lines 51-66, column 7, lines 
38-58, and figure 7). 

Claim 49, Phillips teaches a communication device, having an antenna is user- 
adjustable between first and second configuration that is differ in terms of the length to 
which the antenna is extended (see, column 3, lines 52-64 and fig.1 item #30) . 

Phillips teaches a sensor (proximity sensors 20 of fig.1 ) capable of detecting a 
change in use mode of the device( col. 4 lines 47-53 and fig.1) in which antenna detects 
while in extended position. 

Phillips teaches a power controller connected to the sensor to determine a power 
configuration based on the use mode (col. 4 , lines 36-53, column 7, lines 36-58). 
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Phillips teaches a power regulator(16) connected to the power controller to apply 
the power configuration to a transmitted signal (col. 7 lines 1-21 and column 7, lines 36- 
58). 

Phillips teaches during extended antenna mode transmit the first power level 
(see column 7, lines 36-58 and column 3, line 52-66). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed April 30, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

On page 4, second paragraph of response applicant argued that Phillips does not 
teach or cannot vary in length as recited in claim 42. 

The examiner disagrees. Phillips teaches antenna 30 of figure 1 , extends out of 
the mobile station or terminal and can be contained in the mobile terminal (see column 
3, line 57-column 4, line 9 and figure 1). In which Phillips teaches " the antenna 30 
extends outwardly from the housing 34 and is electrically coupled to transceiver 26 of 
the device 10, and antenna 30 is also contained within the housing" transceiver is well 
known mode of operation.
